Chief Poole said the evidence would 
be placed in the bands of Assistant 
Solicitor Ed A. Stephens this morn- 
ing so that he would have ample time 
to prepare the true bill which will be 
asked of the grand jury. 

Two Main Witnesses. 

The testimony of two witnesses, 
Mrs. C. W. Garmon, mother of Mrs. 
French’s victim, and Felton 8S. Webb, 
young clerk in a downtown hardware 
store, which resulted in Mrs. French 
being held for murder by a coroner's 
jury Wednesday, is being relied upon 
by the state as the strongest obtained 
thus far, Chief Poole said. 


“To Mrs. Garmon, Mrs. French is- 
sued direct threats that she was g0- 
ing to kill Garmon and from young 
Webb last Monday afternoon, less 
than 12 hours before the slaying, she 
bought a box of eartridges,” Chief 
Poole said. “I think the statements 
of these two witnesses will prove most 
damaging.”’

TONNAGE QUOTA 
GSIIE DRAWS NEAR 


Crucial Point Looms at 
London Parley on Naval 
Reduction.

LONDON, Feb. 12.—(4)—Moving 

slowly like a ship in a sea infested 
with submarines, the London nagal 
conference in its voyage toward dis- 
armament today reached the danger 
zone of tonnage figures. 
Approximately, the most signifi- 
cant accomplishment of the five-pow- 
er delegations today was making a 
start toward limitation of submarine 
activities in war time, or their “hu- 
manization,” as provided for in Amer- 
ican and French resolutions present- 
ed at yesterday's plenary session. 
A sub-committee of experts with 
legal knowledge will take the resolu- 
tions by Henry L. Stimson and 
Georges Leygues in hand tomorrow 


morning and begin necessary ad- 
justments to make them fit into the 
London disarmament treaty. 

The other outstanding accomplish- 
ment of the conference today was ac- 
ceptance of the experts’ report for a 
compromise tonnage plan combining 
the global and category fleet meas- 
urement system. 

Tonnage figures still were absent 
from this cross-word puzzle scheme 
on which the experts had been work- 
ing ten days. On a diagram of little 
white squares, which await the total 
tonnage figures of each nation and 
detailed tonnage figures for each cate- 
gory of warship, the simple erasure of 
two bits of line about an inch long 
pictured settlement of one of the most 
difficult questions which confronted 
delegates when they arrived in Lon- 
don last month, 

The erasure of the line between 
categories of cruisers and destroyers 
depicted simply and graphically that 
tonnage for those classes is lumped as 
a whole and can be transferred 100 
per cent from one class to the other. 

But the line was erased only in the 
columns showing French and Italian 
tonnage, as the global theory is ap- 
plied to these two nations to meet 
their peculiar naval needs while Great 
Britain, the United States and Japan 
have their tonnage definitely boxed in 
five categories. 

Transfers can be made only accord- 
ing to the percentage which is still 
to be agreed upon, and arguments to- 
day indicated that this arrangentent 
would not likely be reached until the 
nations presented their detailed fig- 
ures of fleet tonnage needs. 

Several points still remain unset- 
tled on the compromise tonnage 
scheme. First, the percentage of 
transfers has not been decided.~ The 
British desire that various types of 
warships be limited in gum power as 
well as by tonnage. America and 
France entered reservations to this 
proposal as it concerns light cruisers, 
which the British want 
about 7,000 tons. 

Likewise, no decision has been 
reached regarding special and auxil- 
lary vessels, which have not been in- 
cluded in any category but will be 
dealt with when the experts convene 
again tomorrow.

Confirmation of New 
Chief Justice Doubtful, 
With Vote Today.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—(@)— 
Claiming additional votes every hour, 
senators opposing Charles Evans 
Hughes’ nomination to be chief jus- 
tice, waged an all-day attack upon his 
confirmation today which began to 
provoke speculation tonight over the 
final outcome, 

Western republican independents 
who had opened the surprise assault 
on Hughes in the senate, were joined 
today by some democrats in debate. 
Further severe denunciation of the 
economic views of the former supreme 
court jurist and former presidential 
candidate was made. 

Unsuccessful in an effort for a 
night session to force .a final vote, 
Senator Watson, of Indiana, the re- 
publican leader, cave notice he would 
keep the senate in session tomorrow 
until a vote is obtained and added 
that he had the votes to do it. 

Opponents of Hughes were obvious- 
ly encouraged after a day of informal 
conferences on the floor. Senators 
Borah, of Idaho, and Norris, of Ne- 
braska, leaders of the fight against 
him, announced they would be ready 
for a vote by tomorrow night. They 
are making no public claims but the 
foes of Hughes believe there are from 
25 to 30 votes against him. 

No one predicted rejection § of 
Hughes’ nomination but with the tide 
obviously turning against him during 
the debate today, republican leaders 
conceded there might be 22 votes 
against confirmation. 

Glenn’ Champions Nominee. 

Senator Glenn, republican, Mlinois, 
alone went out.to champion Hughes 
during the day of as blunt discussion 
of the supreme court and of a nominee 
as has been heard in the senate in 
many years. 

Senator Dill, democrat, Washing- 
ton, opened the assault, contending the 
attitude of Hughes was “dangerous 
to the common people” and condemn- 
ing the views of the supreme. court 
itself in utility valuation decisions, 

Senators Brookhart, republican, 
Iowa; Connally, democrat, Texas; 
Wheeler, democrat, Montana, and 
Blaine, republican, Wisconsin, joined 
in the appeal for defeat of Hughes’ 
nomination. 

Senator Walsh, democrat, Massa- 
chusetts, announced in the midst of 


| the fight that he would vote for con- 


firmation of Mr. Hughes. He said 
he would not “prejudge my future 
course by withholding my vote for con- 
firmatién.” 

Senator Bratton, democrat, New 
Mexico, objected to an agreement that 
the senate should vote tomorrow be- 
fore adjournment but Senators Borah 
and Norris both expressed the view 
im response to Senator Watson’s 
proposal that a vote could be taken 
by tomorrow night. 

There was a movement among the 
republican ranks to force a session to- 
night but Senator Watson, after de- 
manding sucb a course, yielded when 
democrats favorable to the Hughes 
nomination objected, and after Sen- 
ator Norris warned that it would “en- 
gender a bad spirit.” 


Senator Dill was among the most 
outspoken in the day of debate, which 
was marked by almost constant in- 
formal conferences among doubtful 
members on the floor. The confirma- 
tion of Hughes had been conceded and 
the surprise attack apparently stunned 
many in the senate. 

“Here is a man who was decisively 
defeated by the American people for 
because of his economic 
views,” said Dill, “Is the will of the 
people not to be considered at all?” 

“T intend by this vote to do’ what 
I can to put a stop to what I be- 
lieve is one’of the greatest dangers 
to this country, the placing of men 
on the supreme court who will permit 
the picking of pockets of the common 
people by the great corporations.” 


Norris Attacked. 


Senator Glenn directed a personal 
reply to Senator Norris, asserting that 
Norris had run for congress while 
on the Nebraska state court. One of 
the complaints against Hughes in the 
debate has been that he resigned from 
the supreme court to run for the presi- 
dency. However, Norris has said he 
had no complaint with that, although 
he was opposed to Mr. Hughes _re- 
turning to the bench after he had ‘been 
defeated in politics. 

Replying to the objections of Sena- 
tor Borah to the economic views of 
Mr. Hughes, the Illinois senator con- 
tended that every senator was bound 
to have some opposition to some views 
of any man nominated for the supreme 
court. He added that if Senator Bo- 
rah were nominated, he believed Sen- 
ator Norris would object. 


Glenn said he was not alarmed at 
the growing number of mergers and 
combinations in business and insisted 
that there was a greater prosperity 
today than at any time as a result. 
He said there was no oppression of 
the “common people.” . 

As for Mr. Hughes’ record, he cited 
his work as counsel for the United 
Mine Workers and in behalf of other 
public cases, He recalled his investi-

RUM LADEN CARS 
ENTERING GEORGIA 
UNDER U. 8. SEAL 


Medfly Inspectors Fur- 
nish Federal Protec- 
tion to Liquor Cars, Is 
Charge.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—(Spe- 
cial.) —-Automobiles loaded to capacity 
with liquor are crossing the Florida- 
Georgia line under the protection of 
the seal of the United States govern- 
ment, according to formal charges: re- 
ceived by customs officials here from 
a high federal official in Florida and 
as a result bureau heads of three gov- 
ernment departments here were busily 
engaged today endeayorin, to place 
the blame for this protection given 
bootleggers. 

The direct charge was made in the 
report from Florida that the Mediter- 
ranean fly inspectors, working under 


the agricultural department, have 
declined to assist in enforcing the dry 
laws. The definite charge was made 
that these inspectors, after examining 
ears for possible fruits carrying the 
fly, have placed the seal of the gov- 
ernment on automobiles carrying hun- 
dreds of quarts of whisky. 3 
_ The report also charges that these 
inspectors are operating under specific 
instructions not to concern themselves 
with prohibition violations. It is un- 
derstood that these instructions were 
issued because of the fear that the 
bootleggers, who are now using the 
main highways to transport their liq- 
our cargoes, would take to the back 
roads if they were molested by. the 
state militiamen who are charged with 
enforcing the agricultural quarantine. 
It is further charged that the cus- 
toms border patrol and state enforce-, 
ment officials have been warned by 
those in charge of the insect quaran- 


tine to keep at least 90 feet away from |

the 44 inspection stations in Florida. | 


Admit Practice. 


Department of agriculture officials 
admitted that the practice of placing 
federal government seals on automo- 
biles bound: for interstate touring had 
been in use in Florida after an initial 
inspection by agents engaged in the 
Mediterranean fly eradication work, 
but officials of the prohibition unit of 
the treasury department were more 
reticent.

Ag- 
riculture officials were ugwilling to 
be quoted but said the matter had 
been directed to the attention of At- 
torney-General Mitchell after “corre- 
spondence and conferences” with pro- 
hibition enforcement heads. 

The protests, it is asserted, first 
came to official notice from a high 
eustoms officer in Florida, who ad- 
dressed a letter to his proper superiors 
in Washington following an investi- 
gation of the situation. He in turn 
is understood to have been prompted 
to make the inquiry by complaints 
from dry organizations of the state. 


Federal Funds. 

The friction between federal and 
state groups is accentuated by the 
fact that the fly quarantine is 
financed with federal funds. President 
Hoover asked for and received a 
$3,000,000 appropriation some time 
ago, and.a presidential request for an 
additional $15,000,000 is now before 
the house. Before acting on it, how- 
ever, Representative Will R. Wood, 
chairman of the appropriations com- 
mittee, insisted upon a thorough in- 
quiry into other charges that hav- 
come to his attention, The investiga- 
tion has been authorized and it is ex- 
pected a sub-committee’ will visit 
Florida some time next week. These 
charges included claims of graft and 
corruption in connection with the 
spending of the $3,000,000 available 
last year. 

The United States attorney for the 
northern district of Florida has i - 
formed customs officers that he would 
prosecute the state officials if evi- 
dence of winking at rum-running were 
turned over to him, but the customs 
men hope to settle dispute without 
such extreme methods. 

One alleged instance cited in the 
complaint received at Washington 
charged that 329 bottles of liquor were 
sent across the state line in one car 
under the United States seal. When 
accosted by customs men, the driver 
protested against search on the ground 
that his car had been sealed by de- 
partment of agriculture representa- 
tives after finding no flies, the rum- 
runners holding that nobody but an 
agricultural investigation could break 
the seal. Another car which is alleged 
to have come through had 527 bottles 
loosely thrown in the back, but about 
them was the great seal of the United 
States, 

Still another had a load of liquor 
that actually had to be shoved aside 
to make room for the seal. However, 
there were no flies, so on went the

Reports of the situation have 
spread over the country and the Chi- 
eazo Motor Club is threatening to 
route tourists through Chattanooga 
and Birmingham instead of Atlanta, 
Mr. Cook said.

Federal sleuths, the administrator 
explained, are to be sent to restau- 
rants and “public places” with in- 
structions to make arrests of drink- 
ers. If the drinker dilutes his own 
beverage with mineral water or gin- 
ger ale supplied by the management, 
the service is to be construed as a vio- 
lation of the Volstead act calling for 
padlock proceedings. 

Campbell’s plan to personalize the 
Volstead act in New York and at- 
tempt an enforcement similar to that 
in practice elsewhere in the United 
States is conceded to be the most dar- 
ing gesture yet made by a prohibition 
administrator. Heretofore most New 
Yorkers have considered prohibition 
something for bootleggers and night 
club proprietors to worry about, and 
hardly the affair of private citizens 
whose only desire was occasionally to 
take a drink of something alcoholic. 

Newspapers gave the Campbell 
flask-toter edict. large headlines. The 
consensus of available printed opinion 
was that the prohibition administra- 
tor was bound to make himself unpop- 
ular. Meanwhile, a hasty survey of 
the Times Square district revealed 
that a number of puzzled nullification- 
ists were fortifying themselves in the 
usual manner while discussing possi- 
ble developments.

HAIL ELECTION RESULT 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—(4)— 
The election of William J. Granfield, 
democrat, as representative in the nor- 
mally republican second district of 
Massachusetts yesterday was called 
to the attention of the senate today 
by Senator Walsh, democrat, Massa- 
chusetts. : 

“Tl think the election in this dis- 
trict,” he told the senate, “revealed 
the voice of the people protesting 
against the indifferent leadership of 
the administration toward the press- 
ing economic. problems of today.” 

The Massachusetts’ senator inter- 
posed his remarks during a discus- 
sion of the nomination of Charles Ev- 
vans Hughes to be chief justice of 
the United States and there was mre 
debate on his contention. 

Earlier in the day the democratic 
leader in the house, Representative 
Garner, of Texas, said the Massa- 
chusetts election was an indication of 
What was going to happen in Novem- 
ber. Garner also attacked the ad- 
ministration for what he termed its 
leaderless policies. 

Representative Wood, of Indiana, 
one of the republican leaders, said the 
election had no political significance, 
but was “purely a wet and dry fight 
—and the wets won.” 

The Indianan recalled that Massa- 
chusetts voters in a referendum elee- 
tion had approved modification or re- 
peal of the prohibition laws, and add- 
ed that the district in which yester- 
day’s election was held, had favored 
repeal by 26,000 votes. 

Jouett Shouse, chairman of the 
democratic national executive commit- 
tee, joined in the democratic chorus 
by calling the election of Granfield 
“the most significant straw that has 
blown across the political arena since 
the 1928 election.” 

He said the result forecast a demo- 
cratic senator to succeed Senator Gil- 
lett, republican, Massachusetts, who 
has announced he would not be a 
candidate to succeed himself. 
__“When Northampton, Calvin Cool- 
idge’s home, goes democratic in every 
ward,” Shouse said, “and Springfield, 
an even stronger republican fortress, 
gives 3,700 majority for a democratic 
congressman, there is not likely to 
be much question of how Massachu- 
setts will vote next November.” 

_ Shouse asserted that prohibition had 
little to do with the result and that 
the issue was frankly national. Citing 
elections in Georgia, Minnesota, Vir- 
ginia and elsewhere, which he said 
showed a democratic trend, he de- 
clared. 

“Such a record in the first year 
of the national administration shows 
a degree of dissatisfaction unparal- 
leled in our political history.”

This 
has proven true in industry as against 
the farmers working individually—the 
tendency of industry has been toward 
the «grouping together of efforts. 

“Marketing conditions are given 
close study in industry and produc- 
tion is gauged accordingly. The in- 
dividual farmer views his problems 
only so far as he can see.

_SEEKING A WORKABLE PLAN. 

The editors of the ‘Outlook and 
Independent,” which is one of the 
notably conservative magazines of 
the nation, in the issue of this 
week, come out flatéootedly for the 
repeal of the 18th amendment as 
the condition precedent to the con- 


struction of a new and workable 
policy of dealing with the liquor 
problem. : 

The mooted repeal, of course, 
would put the country back to 
where it was when the amendment 
became a part of the constitution. 
It would restore state option and 
by that enable the people in wet 
states to restore the abominable 
system of saloon traffic in liquors; 
and that one consequence will con- 
Stitute the main and impassable 
argument against the repeal of the 
18th amendment. _It would almost 
certainly influence 13 or more dry 
States to refuse the repeal, and 13 
States can keep the amendment in 


|the constitution. 


Obviously something else than 
the outright repeal of the 18th 
amendment must be proposed be- 
fore three-fourths of the states will 
consent to tamper with it. Wise 
men know that much must here- 
after be conceded to that great 
mass of citizens who, while they 
deplore manifest evils that have 
sprung up under the amendment 
and the Volstead, yet fear more the 
evils from liquor that were prev- 
iously rampant and that induced 
them to submit and ratify the dras- 
tic prohibition acts. 

The real problem of the op- 
ponents of the amendment is to 
compose a “golden mean” between 
prohibition ‘‘as is” and the sane 
and enforcable liquor prohibitions 
that ought to be acceptable to all 
sensible persons. 

The complaint that the 418th 
amendment “violates the fundamen- 
tal purposes of the constitution” 
and puts into it “a police regula- 
tion” both novel and anomalous in 
a true constitution, can carry no 
persuasion in face of the common 
American principle, enunciated by 
every chief framer of the consti- 
tution, that-the document “is as 
clay in the hands of a potter” and 
the people have the sovereign, in- 
defeasable and unalienable right to 
change it “whenever and however 
they please.”

The director of 
that paper closed the grilled gate and 
when the king’s emissary appeared he 
read to him the law on housebreaking. 
Not a locksmith could be found to 
open the door. In the meantime Paris 
had been aroused. The king was go- 
ing beyond his rights. The Faubourg 
St. Antoine marched on the Louvre. 
The affair was settled in three days. 
The king left and the tri-color was 
hoisted. The second empire of Napo- 
leon III respected the revolutionary 
flag. And only once since 1830 was 
it in serious danger of being hauled 
down. That was in 1872. France had 
been defeated. The commune had raved 
in Paris. People thought of restoring 
the monarchy. The Count of Cham- 

rd, pretender to the throne of St. 
Louis, stood at the Belgian frontier. 
Everything was arranged. His tri- 
umphant entry into Paris was as- 
sured. Then the count made that co- 
lossal blunder which has deprived the 
Orleans and the Bourbons of the 
throne of their ancestors ever since. 
He demanded that his followers march 
with him under the old royal Fleur 
De Lys. Half of them refused. A bit- 
ter quarrel followed. The king re- 
mained intransigent. Befcre the roy- 
alists could come to an agreement, 
Paris had tired of waiting for the 
king. The psychological moment had 
passéd. 


A Historical 
Urge. 


An eminent French historian de- 
clares that war cannot so easily be 
eradicated because to the Teutonic 
tribes of Europe, whom he believes to 
be barbarians yet, the urge -to in- 
vade France and reach the shores of 
the Mediterranean has become a sort 
of instinct. It sounds rather ridicu- 
lous and yet there may be some truth 
in this assertion. Traveling through 
eastern Europe some time ago and 
contemplating the endless, flat and 
erushing monotony of brown soil and 
melancholy sky, we felt something of 
the terrible sadiation and the revolt 
that this unehanging scenery must 
have produced in the ancestors of the 
peoples that dwell there. It is quite 
conceivable that at certain moments 
in history the primitive tribes were 
incapable of supporting the imprison- 
ment of their vision so that they tram- 
pled down the frontier barriers that 
the Romans had put up and came out 
smashing everything in their way, like 
men half asphyxiated, until they came 
to rolling hills and took contact with 
verdant valleys. And then there were 
the shores of the Mediterranean, that 
opened to them an empire of almost 
n ~-otic-like bliss. There is no doubt 
that the Alarics and Fenserics and 
Othos always pushed for Gaul and 
Lombardy, as if driven by some in- 
tuitive urge. Yet there is another

BRETHREN. EAT YOUR WAY 
AROUND THESE TENTATIVE 
SYMPTOMS. 

Trying to tell a complete story in 
this space is like trying to rest com- 
fortably in a Pullman berth. Just as 
we were in the midst of the picture 
the other day we went to press. I 
was trying to draw a not too fright- 
ful picture of the sad state a man 
Or woman gets into along toward mid- 
dle age if he or she is a bit careless 
about eating. Let’s begin afresh with 
the picture, so that ev: ry reader who 
needs a good jolt will get it. 

First, it is conceded that the ordi- 
nary dietary in this country contaius 
a large proportion of concentrated 
food high in carbohydrate and acid 
minerals, low in vitamin, residue and 
alkaline minerals. (You may learn 
more about this if you will read. Mc- 
Collum & Simmons: “The Newer 
Knowledge of Nutrition,” published 
by the Macmillan company, now: in 


good library.) 

_It is contended by some good physi- 
cians who have studied the subject ex- 
tensively, that the fault of our dietary 
has something to do with the appar- 
ently increasing prevalence of the de- 
generative diseases in this country— 
such diseases as _ arteriosclerosis, 
chronic myocarditis (heart failure), 
chronic arthritis, chronic nephritis. 
Some physicians think the vitamin 
shortage in our dietary is the chief 
fault ; others think that the excessive 
caloric value is the chief fault; still 
others think the preponderance of acid 
minerals over alkaline minerals is an 
important factor. I dunno what to 
think, but whatever may be the main 
factor, here are the early general pre- 
monitory symptoms or signs. ry 
them on your own metabolism and if 
they seem to fit or even if you just 
imagine they do, stick around till we 
divulge the. remedy. 

When within sight of middle age, 
one way or the other, the poor wretch 
finds he has a protruding and rather 
soft abdomen, a sallow, coarse, thick 
skin which is usually dry and scaly. 
His face becomes congested or presents 
multitudes of tiny venules over cheeks, 
nose and ears. is subcutaneous tis- 
sues are firm till—girls shouldn't take 
this too much te heart—till atrophy of 
the skin sets in. ‘The whites of his 
eyes appear dull bluish gray and often 
congested. His tongue is gray and 
furred. He complains of heaviness, 
torpor, vague, achy pains—he usually 
attributes these vague pains to “pot- 
soning” if he reads the nostrum testi- 
monials. 

By the time he reaches 50—if he 
does—the incipient invalid usually has 
some wheumatiz, at least more or less 
definite indications of arthritis. In- 
variably he quarrels with his diges- 
tion, belches gaa or feels bloated or 
uncomfortable after meals. He is not 
fond of athletics and seldom comes 
out for a run in short pants, though 
his breath comes that way when he 
tries to run a few yards, The victim 
always rides wherever he goes. on the 
theory that time is too valuable 
to waste walking; of course, the truth 
is that today only the man or woman 
of some means can afford o walk.

Present Low Interest May 
Mean Rising Market for 
Bonds—$10,000,000 for 
Advertising — Italian 
Banks Merge. 


Does the present low interest rate 
mean a rising market for bonds dur- 
ing 1930? Most seasoned observers 
Say yes. 

3ut Mr. David Friday is not so. 
sure. “Tell me what the Federal Re- | 
serve policy will be and I'll answer 
the question easily,” is a summary 
of his position. 

The two-year decline in bond prices 
that lasted up to October, 1929, was 
largely the result of the Federal Re- 
serve policy in selling its own gov- 
ernment bonds, which in turn was 
followed by the liquidation of bonds 
by the member banks, Mr. Friday be- 
lieves. 

From December, 1927, to July, 1929, 
Federal Reserve portfolios of govern- 
ment bonds shrank from $606,000,000 
to $136,000,000. To offset the Fed- | 
eral Reserve, member ‘banks’ were | 
forced to sell their bonds to take care | 
of the tightening reserve situation. Be- 
tween June, 1928, and October, 1929, 
the member bank portfolios of bonds 
shrank $1,010,000,000. So bond prices 
moved down. How else under such 
eonditions could they move? 

Now, what of the future? 

“Since November the Federal Re- 
serve banks have added $350,000,000 
to their holdings of government bonds, 
and bond prices have risen a little 
over two points from their low,” com- 
ments Mr. Friday. “If the Federal 
Reserve continues to hold the present 
volume of bonds and maintains its to- 
tal holdings of open market assets at 
their present level, we shall develop 
a real bond market.” 

The Federal Reserve policy exer- 
cises a powerful influence over bond 
prices. 


Are bonds yet a good buy? It is 
more than a year ago since ‘Secretary 
Mellon suggested to the investing pub- 
lic to “buy bonds.” 

Only this last week commercial pa- 
per rates dropped a quarter of one 
per cent below high-grade bond re- 
turns. That was a signal to many to 
begin buying bonds. ; 

When the rate on the finest com- 
mercial paper goes below the rate on 
the high-grade seasoned bond, many 
bond buyers take that situation as @ 
cue to enter the bond market. 

After the November break, bond 
prices started up in fine style, then 
the advance stopped. Why? Banks 
in the country have not been buying 
bonds because they have been busy 
with collateral loan problems of their 
own. But as soon as banks put them- 
selves in better shape to purchase this 
elass of investment for their port- 
folios, undoubtedly they will do so. 

Then, of course, the attitude of the 
Federal Reserve at present in easing 
money conditions will be of real aid 
to a rising bond price level.

133 PEOPLE INDICTED 
UNDER JONES STATUTE 


ST. LOUIS, Feb 12.—(UN)— 
Jones law indictments against 133 per- 
sons were returned here today by a 
federal grand jury in what was be- 
lieved to be a record-breaking action 
against prohibition law violators un- 
der the drastic statute. 

Charges against the 133, including 
two women, were contained in 113 
bills, most of which represented an 
accumulation of eases from previous 
juries which had failed to indict ex- 
cept in major cases. 

The first federal grand jury here 
last year rebell@d against bringing 
charges under the law on the grounds 
that its provisions of five-year im- 
prisonments and $10,000 fines for 
liquor law violators were too heavy. 

In impaneling the present jury Fed- 
eral Judge John Faris intimated that 
he was not in favor personally of the 
18th amendment, but asked the jurors 
“as decent, patriotic citizens” to re- 
gard various forms of prohibition en- 
forcement before bringing their 
charges. 

Twenty-one indictments subsequent- 
ly were returned in a preliminary re- 
port November 16 under the Jones 
law and the rest were made public 
today.

Assailants at Hearing 


Prohibition Indicted as 
Breeder of Crime, Cor- 
ruption and Drinking.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The| 

enemies of prohibition opened congres- | 
sional hearings on the eighteenth | 
amendment’s operation today by charg- 
ing the amendment with responsibil- 
ity for “corruption, bribery, demorali- 
zation of the citizenry, disrespect for 
law and bootlegging.”’ 

George Scott Graham, 79-year-old 
chairman of the house judiciary com- 
mittee, opened the committe’s hear- 
ings with a forthright critique of the 
amendment and the federal enforce- 
ment laws, tested, he said, for 10 
years “withuot satisfactory results.’ 

Graham outlined federal prohibi- 
tion's actual results as “most deplor- 
ahle and depressing to every patriot. 
It was his first official public state- 
ment on the subject, although he has 
been known heretofore as a wet. The 
mmittee is predominantly dry. 
The Graham called members of con- 
gress who have introduced the various 
proposals for amending the constitu- 
tion in the direction of moderation

and called Walter W. 
ett, a magazine writer who in the 
eourse of his work has personally in- 
vestigated liquor conditions in Bos- 
ton, Detroit, Washington and_ the 
states of Minnesota and Kansas. 


Many Crooks. 

Liggett told the committee that 35 
of the 59 federal prohibition agents 
under Andrew Volstead in Minnesota 
e crooked; that a former governor 
Massachusetts has profited from 
the sale of confiscated liquor, as well 
as the secretary to another ex-gov- 
ernor: that the present governor of 
Michigan and other officials, including 
four state circuit judges, attended a 
bacchanalian ravel given at a De- 
troit roadhouse with liquor provided 
by racketeers last November; that the 
governor of Kansas organized a $40,- 
000 snooper squad made up of ex- 
convicts and ex-bootleggers. 

Liggett charged Assistant Secretary 
of Treasury Lowman refused to open 
up charges of corruption against 
former Internal Revenue Collector 
Dolly. at Duluth, because he had re- | 
signed. Dolly and other officials who. 
Liggett said were getting $1 a case. 
craft on wholesale importations of 
liquor from Canada were subsequent- 
ly indicted and Dolly is now threaten- 
ing to tell the whole story in the face 
of requests that he “took the rap,” 
according to Liggett. 

Take Issue. 

Dry committee members from Mas- 
sachusetts and Michigan took issue 
with Liggett, but he stuck to his 
charges, asserting “I know I am 
criminally responsible for libel, unless 
every word I] said is true, but I 
don’t believe they will come after 
me.” He expressed willingness to ap- 
pear before a Detroit grand jury if 
requeSted, in response to a suggestion 
by Representative Michener, repub- 
lican, Michigan. Liggett told Mich- 
ener his district, which extends along 
the Detroit river, is “the wettest spot 
in the country.” 

Claiming that he was once a dry, 
Liggett said the ten years of prohibi- 
tion have convinced him that another 
ten, years of the experiment will allow 
underworld rats and racketeers to 
control the whole government. 

Liggett said he could obtain liquor 
in any town in Kansas within 15 
minutes after arrival. He said one of 
Wiichita’s roadhouses compared favor- 
ably with the best of New York, and 
told of a big-money gambling setup 
he watched in operation there. 

The hearing brought out a crowd 
of several hundred, requiring the ju- 
diciary committee to transfer the 
hearing to the house caucus room. 
audience was composed in large part 
of anti-ptohibition zealots, who ap- 
plauded enthusiastically at appro- 
priate spots in the speeches of Lig- 
gett and Sabath. 

Public Right. 

Chairman Graham’s statement ex- 
plained that the hearing, which he or- 
dered on his own initiative without. 
consulting the committee, could not 
be denied without infringing the 
rights of American citizens in view 
of “the existing state of the public 
mind.” He suggested the only way 
to provide a referendum on the sub- 
ject under the constitution was to of- 
fer an amendment, to be ratified or, 
rejected by state conventions instead 
of by legislatures. ert: 

The hearings, Graham said, will aid 
rather than interfere with the Hoo- 
ver-Wickersham crime commission’s 
work. His statement listed the great 
numbers of federal liquor prosecu- 
tions, and the recent necessity for 
new prisons to hold federal felons. 

“When we add corruption, bribery, 
demoralization of the citizenry, dis- 
respect for law, bootlegging and kin- 
dred offenses, does not such & picture 
call for the fair, dispassionate judg- 
ment ef men and women to come to- 
gether and reason over what remedy, 
ean be devised to abate this 
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the place of prohibition? What use 
of more laws, drastic and partaking 
of the spirit of vengeance rather than 
justice? 

“Natural liberty of the individual 
has never been totally surrendered to 
society, but only so much as is need- 
ed to preserve the organized entity. 

“Freedom of decision as to what 


one may drink, eat or wear, is as 
|fundamental as freedom of belief in 
| religion.” 


Graham noted the Canadian adeer 
tion of systems of governmental Hi- 
quor regulation, and commented: 

“The use of wine has been coun- 
tenanced through the ages. Cana of 
Galilee is not exceptional.

became friendly with Mrs. Rogers, 
about a year ago, he began to have 
what we considered serious trouble 
with Mrs. French.” 

Call Officers H. A. Hardy and C. 
G. Hughes, who were summoned to . 
the French home by Mrs, French, 
testified to finding the fully clad body 
of Garmon lying on the floor near 
the door. Garmon was fully dressed, 
they said, and Mrs. French admitted 
firing the shots which killed him. 
There were three bullet wounds in 
Garmon's body and two bullet holes 
in the ceiling of the room. 

Colley Testifies. 

An important witness was J. M. 
Colley, lieutenant of police for the 
Southern railway, a close friend of 
Garmon, who drove him to the French 
home shortly after 3:30 o'clock Tues- 
day morning. 

“Garmon told me he wanted to get 
some Jetters and papers Mrs, French 
had stolen from his apartment on 
North Boulevard last week,” Colley 
testified. “He said there were some 
insurance papers in the group. We 
drove up to the house and I parked 
outside. Garmon obtained entrance 
after waiting a few minutes after 
he knocked. 

“In about 10 minutes he came out 
of the house and said he had the let- 


| ters but did not have the insurance 


papers, adding that she was going to 
give them to him and he would be out 
in a minute. He asked me to drive a 
little farther down the street and wait 
for him.” 

“Within 10 or 15 minutes more I 
noticed Officers Hardy and Hughes 
drive up and enter the house, Colley 
continued. “I went in after them and 
found Garmon dead. Some of the let- 
ters and papers were in his overcoat.

Governor Hardman, in an informal 
discussion of the financial crisis of 
the state school system, told members 
of the board that he was negotiating 
for a loan, and could obtain it at 
five and one-half per cent interest, 
but that he thought the rate too high.

These proposals were submitted to 
President A. KE. Clift, of the Central, 
and President R. B. Pegram, of the 
Terminat company, during  confer- 
ences with department officials on a 
visit to Washington the middle part 
of January. At the time it was stat- 
el that the two (Cieorgia officials 
would announce a decision by the first 
of February accepting or rejecting the 
proposals, but an unexpected delay 
has developed. 

If the department's request for cer- 
tain rights over the railroad tracts is 
granted the proposed central site, ad- 
jacent to the Terminal station, will be 
accepted, otherwise there is a chance 
that the new federal building may be 
erected elsewhere. While government 
officials have not yet reached the 
point where the matter of price to be 
paid for the central site has entered 
the discussion, the statement is made 
that no disagreement is anticipated

One of those “in-order-to-help-decide-a-bet” letters has already ar- 
rived on the subject. Grove and Vance, at their fastest, undoubtedly 
could have crowded Old Barney, the Coffeyville Catapult, closely, but it 
is hard to believe that either has ever carried the speed Johnson had in 
his prime. ‘Certainly neither could maintain the same speed through 
nine full innings. Max Carey, who has batted against both, believes 
Vance was about as fast. But Max batted against the Johnson of 1926, 
not against the Johnson of 1910 or 1912. Those who have batted 
against both Grove ahd Johnson believe Mack’s tall and willowy south- 
paw was about as fast, but none of these batted against the Johnson of 
18 or 20 years ago. . 

Johnson probably was the only pitcher in the game who kept 
members of rival ball clubs reporting as sick on the day he was | 
picked to pitch.

The term “net income” means gross 
income less the deductions allowed 
under the statute. Such deductions 
include business and professional ex- 
penses, pensions to employes, taxes, 
losses, interest paid, bad debt, depre- 
ciation, depletion, contributions, etc. 

Having arrived at the net income, 
the next step is to deduct the person- 
al exemption—$3,500 for married per- 
sons living together and heads of fam- 
ilies, or $1,500 for a single person, 
plus the $400 credit for each depend- 
ent, etc. The normal tax is computed 


on the remainder at the rate of one- 
half of 1 per cent on the first $4,000, 
2 per cent on the next $4,000, and 4 
per cent on the balance. Failure to 
understand the distinction between de- 
ductions against gross income and 
credits against net income has result- 
ed in numerous erfors on the part of 
taxpayers. 

Business expenses form a large item 
in the return of many taxpayers. 
Typical business expenses of a mer- 
cantile establishment are amounts 
paid for advertising, hire of clerks 
and other employes, rent, light, heat, 
water, telephone, property insurance, 
and delivery expenses. The expenses 
of a manufacturing business include 
labor, raw materials, supplies, repairs, 
light and heat, power, selling cost, ad- 
ministration and other similar charges. 

A professional man, such as a law- 
yer, doctor, architect, dentist, etc., 
may deduct the cost ‘of supplies used 
in his practice, expenses paid in the 
operation and repair of an automobile 
used in making professional calls, 
dues to professional scieties, subscrip- 
tions to professional journals, office 
rent, cost of light, fuel, water and 
telephone used in his office, and the 
hire of office assistants.

LONDON GIVEN 
BUST OF LINCOLN. 

LONDON, Feb. 12.—(4)—A_ bust 
of Abraham Lincoln, the work of An- 
drew O’Connor, Irish-American seulp- 
tor who presented it to the city of 
London as a token of Anglo-Ameri- 
can friendship, was unveiled at the 
Royal Exchange today by the lord 
mayor, Sir William Waterloo. It was 
formally presented to the city by the 
Marquis of Crewe, who acted for the 
Marquis of Reafling, chairman of the 
Lincoln committee. 

The bust is carved from a_ block 
of American limestone quarried near 
Lincoln’s birthplace and _ portrayed 
the president in middle age before 
the Civil War.
